OF WHITE RATS

Refusal To Accept Resigna- 
tions Do Not Prevent Them 


Many Acts Being Canceled, Al-

New York, Oct. 23.—As yet Harry 
Mountford has called no strike of the 
White Rats.

This is the outcome 
of an avalanche of resignations that 
swept in last week. These are being 
relegated to the waste basket. The 
notice that no more resignations would 
be accepted, if received, has not 
stopped the steady flow. Therefore, 
the names of those who have resigned 
are still being carried as members. 

Harry also lays great stress on the 
fact that the V. M. P. A. does not 
know and can not find out who are 
and who are not members of the or- 
ganization of Rats. That the secret 
is only known by himself and the 
members themselves. 

Harry and Big Chief “Me Too” 
FitzPatrick also put over another one 
on the poor dubs that hang around 
the club by announcing that no resig- 
nations or applications will hereafter 
be read or given out.

PUBLISHERS ARE 
ORGANIZING TO 
ELIMINATE EVILS 
IN MUSIC FIELD 


Leading Houses of East and 
Middle West Represented 


Will Discontinue Paying Acts 
. To Exploit New Songs 


Heavy Bond Will Be Put Up 
as Evidence of Good Faith 


New York, Oct. 21.—The large mu- 
sic publishers of New York, Chicago, 
Boston and Philadelphia have decided 
to organize for the sake of their own 
protection and the betterment of their 
interests, and though they have made 
attempts at organization in the past, 
all of which have never reached any 
real successful fruition, nevertheless 
this time it looks as though they mean 
business and will accomplish the ob- 
jects of their joint co-operation. 

Our readers will remember the 
Music Publishers’ Board of Trade of 
two seasons ago, which did not reach 
a successful stage mainly because Leo 
Feist and one or two other prominent 
publishers refused to recognize the in- 
stitution.

OF MUTUAL AND

NOT YET ENDED 


League Claims Contracts Will 
Not Stand in Court 


Mutual Questions Right of the 
Exhibitors To Cancel 


This Brings More Exchange of 
Lengthy Letters 


New York, Oct. 21.—The war be- 
tween the Exhibitors’ League of Amer- 
ica and the Mutual Film Company has 
resolved itself into an exchange of 
“notes” between the officials on either 
side. The trouble, which originated 
over the payment of express charges 
on film to and from the theaters of 
exhibitors, has resulted in the cancela- 
tion of fifteen more contracts by ex- 
hibitors, according to Lee Ochs, presi- 
dent of the league. This is in addition 
to over one hundred contracts which 
Mr. Ochs says were canceled by the 
exhibitors last week. 

“And, furthermore,” said Mr. Ochs 
today, “by Wednesday of next week 
almost every exhibitor in New York 
City will have canceled his contract 
with the Mutual people. We claim 
that the contracts will not stand in a 
court of law because they are inequl- 
table and unreciprocal. There is a 
clause permitting the Mutual Com- 
pany to cancel on ten days’ notice, 
but there is no such clause permitting 
the exhibitor to do the same thing.” 

In reply to a letter of Mr. Ochs, 
questioning the right of the exhibitars 
to cancel contracts, Arthur F. Beck, 
manager of the New York Exchange 
of the Mutual Film Corporation, wrote 
in lengthy terms and direct phrases, 
concluding with the following: 

“Referring particularly to the mat- 
ter of contractual obligations between 
you, all other exhibitors and ourselves 
covering the Charlie Chaplin Specials, 
contracts entered into throughout all 
of Greater New York and New Jersey, 
we must hereby give due notice of our 
intention to fulfill our portion of the 
same to the letter. The prints of film 
contracted for will be ready for use 
on the day and date booked by you, 
and in all fairness we must insist 
that they be used in accordance with 
written orders placed with us. Like- 
wise is our entire service booked to 
all customers and held upon our rec- 
ords for their use until such time as 
their individual and duly authorized 
representative has advised us to the 
contrary.”

In the first place there is no “happy 
ending” to the last act. Instead there 
is a logical, truthful ending. And the 
rest of the play has made so real an 
impression on you that when the cur- 
tain goes up for the last act you are 
figurativély on your knees hoping it 
will end just as it does. 

It’s a difficult play to tell you about, 
specially, and still to make you want 
to see it. But once you have gotten 
into the play, as into an old book, the 
current of reality, the eddies of fee!l- 
ing and the strong rush of strength .

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CLIQUE TRYING TO FOOL 
UNION LABOR LEADERS 


Thoroughly Union 


Statements That Managers Are Opposed to 
Unionism Shown To Be Ridiculous—Practi- 
cally Every First-Class Theater in Country 


Except the Actors 


New York, Oct. 21.—The White Rats are try- 
ing to create the Impression amongst labor unions 
that the Managers’ Association is antagonistic 
to union labor. 

Mr. Mountford and the clique have fooled ac- 
tors for quite eome time, actors being gullible 
by nature. But they will find it a different mat- 
ter to fool the union wage earner. It is; of 
course, well known to what desperate financial 
straits the clique policies have brought the 
organization, but such preposterous propaganda 
as the managers being opposed to unionism will | 
not help any, nor will it induce eympathy 
from union men. 

These statements of the clique are so ridicu- 
Jous and easy to disprove. With scarcely an’ 
exception every first-class circuit theater is 
thoroughly union, from front to back wall, ez- 
cepting, of course, the actor, who really has no 
place in organized labor, for labor conditions 


. rei hee ng amet The actor has no regular | 


hours (or minutes in vaudeville) of work. He! 
bas no standard rate of wages, and the actor 
himself knows this. One actor may work ff- 
teen minutes, twice or three times a day in. 
vaudeville and receive as high ae $3,000 per 
week for it. Another (maybe equally as clever), 
with a legitimate production, may work two 
and one-half or three hours once, or maybe | 
twice, a day, and receive only $100 per week. 
How is it possible to standardize or unionize 
such a condition? 

But the managers’ associations were forced 
into existence for self-protection against an army 
of agitators, most of whom had tried to be 
actors and failed. It is positive knowledge that 
pot one of the so-called organizers of the 
White Rats bas ever met with any great measure 
of success on the atage. Among the legitimate 
actors it is the has-heen, or never-could-be, who 
is loudest in his condemnation of the manager. 


In short, it is the purpose of these disturbers 
—while getting their living that way (most of 
them)—to get actors who can make good to band 
themselves into a gang to force the managers 
to play and engage the has-been and the actor 
who cannot make good. This scheme is fore- 
doomed to failure, not only because the man- 
agers will not be bulldozed any longer, but also 
because the actor who can make good is get- 
ting wise to the parasites. 

In probably 99 per cent of the real vaudeville 
theaters in America union musicians, stage 
hands, electricians, usbers and other. union help 
are employed, and each locality governs its own 
conditions. That is, if an individual manager 
has differences with his union he must settle 
it himself, without assistance from any mapn- 
' agers’ association. That ie the condition now. 
But if at any time the union musicians, stage 
bands or other unions allow the acters to mix 
in any of their troubles every manager in the 
country wil) join in a war on all the unions and 
run their theaters as open shops. 

The officers of all of these theatrical unions 
know of these conditions, and there is not the 
, slightest danger, we imagine, of any coalition 
between them and the White Rats, whose at- 
tempt to tell union men that the managers are 
opposed to unionism is so utterly ridiculous 
that it only could have emanated from the ab- 
normal imagination of a “man with too much 
brains for a single individual,’ and to whom it 
was suggested that he incorporate himself. 

The Poli catastrophe, which has resulted in 
the actor losing one-seventh of his salary, which 
practice is-liable to epread to other cities, also 
emanated from the same source. 

The actor is always the loser and has to pay 
dearly for Mountford's foibles. 

But not for much longer; the end is near, and 
the agi-dictator’s finish is within sight.

In spite of her seventy-two winters Sarah Bernhardt's ever changing eyes 
have lost none of their youthful fire. When she received us in her attractive 
suite at the Hotel Majestic last week, just after landing from the French 
liner, Espagne, except for the thin, veined hands, which were but ill concealed 
under the long lace ruffles of her tight-fitting sleeves, the inevitable lines in 
the neck under the chin, and her frequent recourse to a carmine lip stick, 
which I have never known her to use in days gone by off the stage, one might 
have thought he was talking to the Divine Sarah of twenty years ago. 

A nice man—I think he was on The Evening Globe—took pity on my 
French, and asked the question I was struggling with: Did Madame Bern- 
hardt fear the submarines while on the way to America? With the same 
imperious rush of words and shrug of the shoulders, and flash of the blue- 
gray eyes that characterized her of old, Bernhardt answers: ‘Afraid, afraid! 
What, I? No, mademoiselle, a French woman is nevair afraid. But I have 
reached an age when one is ready, if not resigned, to all things, so for me it 
is not anything to the credit to have been calm. But there were on the boat 
six or seven youg American girls, from sixteen to twenty, with everything 
still before them, and yet, when rumors of the submarine destroyer came, 
they, too, were frightened not at all. They hummed little songs while em- 
broidering pretty fancy work or making beaded bags, as if submarines were 
the most casual every-day occurrence. Please, all of you, say for me in your 
papers that I think your American women are wonderful.” As we were 
leaving the hotel Dr. Emanuel Baruch, who has been Madame Bernhardat’s 
New York physician for many years, told us of the great disappointment of 
the eager attendants at the Majestic, who were actually falling over one 
another to beg the chef for the honor of preparing rare dishes for the 
Divine Sarah. But their pleadings were all in vain, as the doctor tells me 
that a glass of milk and a baked potato constituted Madame Bernhardt’s 
simple meai. She eats no meat, and only a limited variety of vegetables and 
fruits. 

New York is eagerly awaiting Sarah Bernhardt’s appearance here in 
November, when she will give recitations from the great French roles: she 
has made famous. She will appear first in Montreal, Ottawa, Pittsburg, and

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Two or three weeks ago, one bright sunny morning, I took my small 
cousin to:Central Park to see the animals. As we were coming out of the 
snake house I noticed a remarkably beautiful woman intently watching a 
large python. SBeing so early in the morning there were very few visitors 
about, and the lovely stranger seemed quite unconscious of the presence of 
any one save. the two Russian-looking companions who accompanied her. 
As she watched the snake she imitated its slow, undulating movements with 
her hands, and talked excitedly to the two women with her. A little later Bill 
Snyder, the keeper of the Zoo, came along, and as Bill and my small cousin are 
old acquaintances he stopped to chat, and told me that the interesting look- 
ing woman studying the snakes was none other than Madame Flore Revalles, 
most beautiful of all the principals of the Ballet Russe. Madame Revalles, it 
seems, is going to slightly change her interpretation of Cleopatra in the ballet 
which proved one of the most popular last season. She is going to make the 
Egyptian Queen more sinuous, more dangerous, more cruelly tempting than 
ever, by introducing into her miming the cold, creeping motions of the snakes 
she is so religiously studying. When Edward L. Bernays, publicity manager 
of the Serge de Diaghileff Ballet Russe, and Freddie Shang, his assistant, who 
was formerly on the dramatic section of The New York Tribune, heard of 
Revalles’ Sunday excursions they immediately scented an excellent chance 
for some marvelous publicity to be put over by having photographs taken of 
Flore Revalles holding the snakes in her hands or wound about her body. 
Heretofore the Russian dancer had always observed the reptiles only through 
the glass windows of the homes captivity has granted them, so it was in fear 
and trembling of what the temperamental danseuse might say that Bernays 
and Shang persuaded Bill Snyder to place a long rattler, whose fangs had 
been removed, about her neck, while the photographers hurriedly leveled 
their lenses.

THE STRIKE OF THE WHITE RATS 

By the time this is being read the 
White Rat Actors’ Union of America 
will have decided whether or not a 
strike will be called. 


That is, if the program mapped out 
for the meeting on Tuesday, October 
24, is carried out. 

Eighteen months ago this meeting 
would have been of some importance, 


and its chronicling had some other 
purpose than that of satisfying the 
curiosity of showfolk. 

At this time it has practically no 
importance whatever. The managers 
have decided and partly put into ef- 
fect their ideas of the solution of the 
question of whether or not a clique- 
ridden organization shall dominate 
the vaudeville stage, and it matters 
not at all whether the White Rats 
will or will not strike. 


The White Rats as an organization 
was doomed the minute it became the 
tool of a clique. It can not come back, 
and the sooner it passes into history 
the better for the vaudeville stage, for 
the manager and the artist. 

The hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars poured into its bottomless treas- 
ury are gone, and the artists mulct 
just as effectively as though they had 
put the money in a get-rich-quick 
scheme.

“It probably would be pretty sound economics 
to assume that the whole question of Sabbath 
observance is really a sectarian one, to be han- 
dled by ecclesiastical authorities, just as much 
as the question of eating meat on Friday, or pork 
on any other day; and to be binding only on the 
votaries of such ecclesiastical organizations as 
command their allegiance. But, however that 
academic question may be, the fact remains that 
‘the law is now on our statute books. A consist- 
ent enforcement of it throughout doubtless 
would have resulted in its repeal long ago, but 
here it remains, to be ignored and flouted, and 
dragged out at intervals, to serve as a missile, to 
sling back and forth in a private fight; and 
we have to see our sworn officials used as cats- 
paws in this game. 

“A few years ago there was an active and 
consistent attempt on the part of a strong re- 
ligious element to secure enforcement of the 
Sabbatarian laws. It received no encouragement 
nor support from the officials, and died a natural 
death. If these men, whose sincerity and lofty 
purpose no one questioned, could get no action 
from the authorities how is it that they fall at 
once to these FitzPatrick. demands, when there 
is no pretense that they have the slightest re- 
ligious or moral purpose? Has FitzPatrick 
threatened that unless the dramatic uplifter does 
thus and so he (F.) will close up still more Sun- 
day enterprises? Who, I ask again, is this 
new arbiter of our laws and morals? 

‘Isn’t it time that we had some definite and 
consistent conception of our civic duties without 
delegating them to white rats, blue cockroaches, 
or vermin of any other color?—A. A. C.""

During 
the last two weeks two were shipped to White 
City and Riverview parks in Chicago, Another re- 
cent shipment was made to Santa Monica, Cal. 
The factory of Mr. Mangels has been busy getting 
ready a $10,000 four-abreast for the Savin Rock 
Park at New Haven, Conn., for next season, 
Mr. Mangels stated that from present indications 
and the number of inquiries he had received park 
and carnival managers would probably install 
more rides next year than ever before, as the 
ride was not only a paying proposition, but a 
free attraction at the same time. 


BIG IMPROVEMENTS PLANNED 


N. Branch, Mich., Oct. 21.—The owners of the 
summer resort at Lake Orion have decided to 
spend $25,000 between now and the os date 
next May in the improvement of tielr property.

GOOD CONTRACTING 


Pletz Gets Exclusive Control of Vicks- 
burg Fiaseball Park for Jones’ 
Shows for Five Years 


Meridian, Miss., Oct. 19.—To Manning B. 
Pletz, special agent of the Johnny J. Jones Ex- 
position Shows, credit is due for consummating 
one of the neatest pieces of contracting ever 
recorded in the annal of carnivaldom. Mr. 
Pletz has arranged with the Vicksburg City 
League for exclusive control of the baseball 
park in the Mississippi town for a period of 
five years. The agreement is couched in no un- 
certain terms and gives to the Johnny J. 
Jones Shows exclusive right to exhibit on this 
ground, which is the only available location in 
Vicksburg, during the life of the contract. No 
earnival or other amusement may use the lot 
without permission from Mr. Jones. 


This shut-out contract was made with the full 
accord of Vicksburg’s city officials, who are 
heartily in favor of the brand of amusement 
Johnny Jones offers, and desire to assure their 
people an annual entertainment of such caliber.

I had 
this side-show two seasons with the Sells-Floto 
Shows at a nice salary, and every Sunday he 
would present me with a bonus from his per- 
sonal account. 

“Con T. Kennedy is another manager that 
likes to see good talkers draw good money. The 
average talker’s salary with a carnival is about 

per week, but I handled the front of his 
animal circus on a salary and percentage basis, 
and the smallest my bit ever amounted to was

Bazaer, from October 28 to November 5, 
has aroused the greatest amount of 
comment among artists as well as laymen. 
Thirty-two of the most representative painters 
in New York accepted an invitation last Wednes- 
day to view this remarkable work of art at a 
private showing at the Columbia Storage Ware- 

se, where it is stored until the opening of- 
the Bazaar. Many of the skeptical ones who 
went purely out of idle curiosity cove. bow 
endorsed this anonymous painting as the work 
of a master, and have pronounced it one of the 
few examples of the perfect transfer of a 
living scene to an inanimate medium, into a 
form mute, but almost as expressive as life 
itself. Although it has been called an ‘‘illo- 
sion.”’ because to the onlooker the figures of 
Cleopatra and her slave seem to artualiy 
slightly heave up and down as if gently breath- 
ing, it is really an ofl painting—not any me- 
chanical trick or device of the stage, nothing 
more than color on canvas, but so vividly sug- 
gesting a living presence that the mental im- 
pression is one of reality. The beautiful 
Egyptian doorway in black and gold. which will 
serve as the entrance to the booth for this il- 
lusion at the Bazaur, has been designed by 
Edward 8S. Forbes, the English actor, now in 
Sir Herbert Beerbohm Tree’s Company. It is 
decorated like the gateway of an Egyptian 
tomb. The black velvet back drop with an 
Egyptian rising sun mediam, has been designed 
and executed by Arthur Wanamaker. The cos- 
tumes of the Fgyptian slave girls, who will pre- 
cede the showing of the painting-illusion in a 
brief pantomime, are the work of Thomas Kestor 
Rarry. son of Major-General Barry, now in com- 
mand of the Eastern division of the United 
States acmy. One of the artists who was pres- 
ent at the private showing, and who professes 
to know, but will not tell, who the anonymous 
artist of Cleopatra really is, vouchsafed this 
much information: The artist who merely signs 
himself in the lower right-hand corner with a 
sinall cross in the center of a “'C."" which is 
an Egyptian symbol referring to the source of 
life, found his ideal of Cleopatra in the person 
of the daughter of a chief of a North Atrican 
desert tribe, known as the Kabile Tribe—the 
people nearest in dewent to the ancients in this 
region. The brazier and vessels in the righ 
background, the girdle clasp, dindem, and other 
jevels worn by Cleopatra. are authentic- 
ally Egyptian, the originals having been 
loaned from the Louvre. Ut is said that a num- 
ber of the artist's other works form part of 
the famous French government collection in the 
tiallery of the Luxenbourg, Paris, and that they 
have olx» been features of the Paris salons of 
past years, but it is denied that = re ie 
the work of a Frenchmen. Mrs. M Manning 
delivered a few introductory amelie on tne 
life of Cleopatra, and the school to which the 
painting belongs, but professed to be just as 
ignorant of the artist's name ae any one eise 
who was present. Whatever its true history, 
this unusual painting is certainly fascinating, 
dramatic and eery. The longer ore looks at it, 
the more impressive and Hfellke become the 
iinages of Cleopatra, with her Parner | eyes, be- 
tokening the extreme tensity, mingled with her 
terror as the poisonous ssp glides over her 
a shoulder, and of her grief-stricken slave, 
ras.

Not content with filming most of his 
own pictures and directing them at the same 
time, West has been dabbling of late in the 
science of mecury vapor lamps and arc lights 
for studio illumination. 

Three months ago he put into practical form 
a combustion theory which he had long enter- 
tained. By using a combination of the salts 
of calcium, potassium, cerium and titanium, 
West has succeeded in producing a studio lamp 
with spectra of great luminosity. Ultra violet 
trays of almost blinding brilliancy are filtered 
through a screen which gives them a noon-day 
sharpness and yet protects the eyes of the 
players from injury.

PATHE ACQUIRES PICTURES 
TREATED BY NEW PROCESS 


Hochstetter Combination Toning Expected To 
Revolutionize Methods—Beautiful Spots 
of United States To Be Filmed 
by Combitone Company 


New York, Oct. 23.—Conclusive evidence ot 
the progreesiveness of the Pathe Film Corpora- 
tion was shown last week when it was an- 
pounced through P, A. Parsons, of the Pathe 
Publicity Department, that the company has 
acquired the exclusive rights to a series of 
pictures treated by a new process of combina- 
tion toning invented by F. W. Hochstetter ana 
known as the Hochstetter process of combina- 
tion toning, which, it is confidently expected, 
will revolutionize the present methods used. 

The pictures to be made under thig process 
will consist of a carefully thought-out expo 
sition of the most beautiful scenery in the 
United States, and will probably be released 
under the title of Know America, the Land 
We Love. Every place of national interest in 
the country will be visited and photographed. 
Two touring cars with a crew of six persons, 
under the direction of A. L. Westgard, presi- 
dent of the National Highways Association, 
has already started from Trinidad, Col. The 
first place visited will be The Garden of the 
Gods. The Grand Canyon and other scenic 
wonders of the Southwest will then be filmed, 
and the winter will be spent in visiting the 
most scenically beautiful sections of the South. 
Beginning with the spring the various national 
parks will be included in the itinerary, as 
will also be the most interesting sections of 
every State. 

The pictures will be made under the auspices 
of the National Highways Association with 
the co-operation of Franklin K. Lane, secretary 


of the Interior. L. E. Taylor ig the head 
cameraman. The National Highways Associa- 
tion, of which Charles H, Davis is the president 
and T. Coleman Dupont the chairman of the 
Board of Governors, is taking great interest in 
the expedition. CC, H. Claudy, publicity di- 
rector of the association, is now in New York 
perfecting plans whereby his organization can 
obtain the benefits of the great amount of 
publicity) which will naturally result from the 
expedition. 

The name of the company making these pic- 
tures will be the Combitone Pictures Corpora- 
tion. F. W. Hochstetter and A. L, Westgard 
are the moving spirits of this organization, 
which has a paid in capital of $200,000. 

The new process of toning achieves really 
marvelous results, An ordinary black and 
white negative is eo treated that from five to 
ten different tones are given to each inch of 
film, and yet only one toning bath is neces- 
sary. This bath causes the various tones to 
automatically register in proportion to the 
varying density of the film. While not color 
photography, the results approximate it and 
pictures treated by the process show wonderful 
color effects. It may be described as a ‘‘super- 
color process,’’ and permits of all gradations 
of tone in browns, greens, blues and reds. The 
finished pictures have wonderful depth, so much 
that the effect is almost stereoscopic. 

Pathe, it is said, is paying more for these

formation of an organization which would work 
for the elimination of certain evils that 
vent the proper income of revenue and earnings 
to the publishers. This time, however, thi 
have been done in'a much more businesa- 
way, and, since every one of the larger pub 
lishers of the field have agreed to become mem- 

of the body, it is safe prediction that 
they will successfully accomplish thelr am 
bitions, 

Though the new body has not yet received o 
title, it will in all likeliieod be called the 
United Music Publishers’ Protective Associa- 
tion, The tirst problems to be considered will 
be to try to solve the reason for the musie 
publishers not being able to get more thas 
6% cents a copy for popular music whea the 
cost of paper and ink and other items have 
soared to such unprecedented heights that 
manufacturers of almost every other Hine 
commodities and luxuries have raised the 
of their wares several times in order to be able 
to maintain the same scale of profits that were 
possible for the current wave of increased cost 
of materials, 

Other iinportant matters to receive immedi 
ate consideration by the Joint bedy will be the 
resolution to righlly enforce the discontinuance 
of paying vandeville, burleayue and cabaret 
acts money to exploit or “plug’’ their various 
new songs. This phase of the situation is 
particularly important to the music publishers 
and has become an indisputable detriment te 
the making of a just profit for their efforts, 

Whereas all previous music publishers’ orgam- 
izations have been depindent upon each tndl- 
vidual member keeping his particular faith and 
word, this time a bond of $10,000 will be 
exacted from each member of the new organisa- 
tion as evidence of his intentions to abide by 
the decisions of the body. Furthermore, the 
Violation of this ‘‘anti-plug money’ ruling b®& 
any publisher will result in the forfeiture of 
said sum, and, since the penalty is sufficiently 
es vere, it is hurdly possible that any member 
of the group will pay any set for singing their 
melodies. This was the stumbling block on all 
previous occasions. It is a certainty that the 
forfeiture of $10,000 will serve an excellent 
purpose of preventing any member from taking 


is 


chances, At the same time it is possible that 
the publishers will return to one of their 
former satisfactory methods of compensation 


to the performer for singing their songs, name- 
ly, placing a modest amount of advertising te 
the various trade journals as a reward for their 
services, Needless tu say, this method is quite 
fair tu the performer and publisher, and with 
it the added advantage of serving as eopem 
advertising not only for the actor, bat alse 
for the publisher himself. Several other im- 
portant matters will be immediately takes 
up as soon as the body has been duly incor- 
porated.

ment of J. A. Berst with reference to the legal 
phases of the controversy: 

“IT have read with considerable interest the 
statement of J. A. Berst, in reference te the 
legal correction Of abuses in the renting of Silms. 
There is no man in the industry for whem 2 
have a greater regard than Mr. Berst, whese 
attitude of friendliness toward exhibitors im ané@ 
out of the ranks of our organization has made 
him very popular. ‘I quite agree with him that 
the abuses in the renting business ought te be 
left to the law. Of course, as Mr. Berst points 


out, this must be done in a legal way. Serely 
no one will blame the exchanges for protecting 
themselves against unreliable customers. It is 


clear, however, that there are always two par- 
ties to a dispute. The mere fact that the ex- 
change alleges a claim does not prove the claim 

. The exhibitor may have a per- 
ectly good defense to the claim of the exchange. 

“Late delivery or nondelivery of the film, am 
error in the books, an honest misundersta 
as to price, an ambiguous contract may 
eften has worked injury to the exhibitor and 
given him a cause of action against the ex- 
change. 

“I do not think it either fair or legal te deny 
credit to the exhibitor or worse yet to refuse 
him service altogether simply because some ex- 
change manager alleges a claim against him. 
If the claim were tested in court and reduced 
to a judgment it would be quite a different thing 
of course, and in that case a denial of credit or 
even a refusal of service may be quite proper. 
The exchange is not the place to adjudicate liti- 
gation between itself and the exhibitor. We 
have courts for that purpose. Mr. Berst is 
quite right when he says that the C. 0. D. sys- 
tem has been abused by exhibitors. On the 
other hand I know of cases where the C. 0. D. 
system has been abused by exchanges, which at- 
tempt to collect disputed claims by the simple 
process of C. O. D., even where there was mo 
dispute as to current bills. . 

Mr. Berst truly states that there is no pria- 
ciple of law that compels a man to have business 
relations with a dishonest person. No perses, 
however, ought to be presumed to be dishonest. 
There must be some good evidence of dishonest 
acts, such evidence as would satisfy an ordinarily 
prudent man to refrain from business dealings 
with such persons. We know that very oftes 


the film comes into an operating room im bad 
condition. That surely is not the fault of the 
exhibitor. Shipment errors cannot be laid at 


the door of the exhibitor. Our organization is 
working for the benefit of the exhibitor and the 
exchange by advocating prompt payment of film 
bills on the part of the exhibitor and courteous, 
considerate treatment on the part of the ex- 
change. Patience in listening to complaints 
and sifting out petty troubles, readiness to re- 
dress grievances, those it seems to me ought te 
make up the policy of a successful film ex- 
change. Such a policy is not at all incom- 
patible with firmness, when an occasion for 
firmness exists. 

While Mr. Ochs has shown a spirit of fair- 
ness in his statement it is hard to understand 
the foundation upon which he bases some of his 
statements, In etating that shipment errors 
cannot be laid at the door of the exhibitor it 
would seem that such a statement was at least 
prompted by an error in judgment. As a matter 
of fact almost all of the shipment errors cam 
properly be laid at the door of the exhibitor as 
well as the bad condition of films. This is dee 
to the fact that the exhibitor is usually respea- 
sible for the condition and shipmeat of Gime 
after they leave the operat! room or the ex- 
change. ere are very few film manufacturers 


who ever allow a film to leave their yee 
rooms. in poor or damaged condition. so 
vasinesn.
